Of Pure Supply Of Water 


Importance of a pure water supply 


was stressed by Arthur J. Hall of Ap- 
pleton in an address Thursday before 
tho Wisconsin section of the Ameri- 
can Water Works Association, in con- 
vention in Madison. Mr. Hall is chem- 
ist and superintendent of the Apple- 
ton water works and is vice president 
of the state association. 


'Plant superintendents should study 


their water supply problems contin- 
ually, know the quality 
and 
future 


quantity of his supply, and fiml meth- 
ods of improving the supply, Mr. Hall 
said. 
"The water supply is one thing that 


will be required for all time to come 
and it is up to water works men to 
plan for the future," Mr. Hall declar- 
ed. "Find out what the other fellow 
is'doing and how he does it. 
Profit 


by his experience and be willing to 
share your experience with ihm." 


Mr. Hall's paper follows: 
Probably at no other time has the 


great importance 
of water supply, 


(either for domestic or commercial pur- 
'poses been so great as at the present 
time. As the standards of civilization 
increase the role of" the quanity and 
quality of the water supply becomes 
more important. The increasing real- 


' ization of the effect of material that 
. contaminates water both organic and 


inorganic on either a city or private 
' supply and the cases on record of 


epidemics and serious fire losses, has 
lead the public to realize the great 
need for careful and intelligent 
con- 


troll of their water supply. It might 
also be said that in a similar manner 
the value of water for industrial pur- 
poses has been made one of careful 
concern. 
Many water works officials 


who have been in the business a long 
time have seen the water works busi- 
ness rise from a common place of 
supply just water that was merely 
water in name only to its present high 


. standard of the cities greatest 
and 


- most important public service. 
This 


service consists of delivering to homes, 
• institutions and industries water un- 
1 der pressure at their taps at all hours 


of the day and night with out any in- 
terruption in service. The water must 
be pure, clean and sparkling- and the 
time is fast approaching when it must 
be free from excessive hardness iron 
and other minerals that depreciate 
greatly the quality of the water. We 
must realize that the standards of liv- 
ing have raised and are* continuing to 


' raise, as also have the standards of 


water, until the business of supplying 
water to a city is no longer a busi- 
ness but a profession, requiring- iis 
-skilled operators, chemist, bacteri- 
ologist, engineers, financiers and ac- 
countants. 


Very few people realize the 
im- 


mense quanity of water used for in- 
dustrial purposes, not only for 
the 


, development 
of power but also for 


the purpose 
of manufacture.. 
The 


average size paper mill uses in 
the 


process of making- paper more water 
than a city of 35,000 inhabitants. 
There is nothing we have or use in 
which water is not a 
constituent 


part. Even our bodies are> over 
half 


water. 
From the standpoint of deterioration 


of metal and the corrosion of iron and 
steel, water and the'duality'of .the wa- 
ter 'plays a most important part. We 
are all more or less familiar with the 
losses of heat and the increased oper- 
ating expense due to the formation of 
boiler scale in stationary and locomo- 
tive boilers and to the rapid decrease 
in the valuation of power plant prop- 
erty due to corrosion. 
In the world 


of industry the action of hard water 
on soap has been Known for centuries 
and for a long time the value of a wa- 
ter was determined by the amount of 
soap water would 
consume. With 


the advance of science this is no long- 
er true and many industries now re- 
quire a water of certain 
chemical 


properties and certain characteristics. 


It is very evident that the treat- 


ment of water and delivering to the 
consumer the best possible water in 
quanity and quality is one of the ci- 
ties greatest needs. 
It therefore is 


essential that water works men ac- 


quaint themselves with this subject. 
I had been asked to comment on the 
chapter on water treatment 
in the 


Water AVorks Manual but on reading 
and studying this chapter thoroughly 
1 iiml it to be very complete and do 
not know if there is much that I could 
add to it. This book should be the 
hands of every man interested in wa- 
ter works not only those at the head 
of tho department but those actively 
engaged in supplying water to the 
community. In commenting of this 
chapter of the Manual I will confine 
myself to my experiences at Appleton. 


For the past ten years I have been 


in'charge of the Water Supply of the 
City of Appleton, Wis., and in those 
few years have seen some wonderful 
improvements in water supplies and 
the purification of water.

At Ap- 
pleton we have made provision so 
that we can had to our plant at any 
part, at any time with out even as 
much as a shut down to make con- 
nections. 
We have laid out a pro- 


gram to take care of city for the next 
thirty-five to .fifty years. Our water 
supply is safequarded by daily analy- 
sis made in our plant labratory and 
we are continually on the alert of new 
ways and methods of making our wa 
ter~ supply better, cheaper •' and 
of 


more value to the community. In the 
last five years we have installed an 
aerator to eliminate taste and odor in 
our water, cause by alage in the lake 
fince the installation of the aerator 
we have had no complaints of taste in 
the supply. This aerator not only ini 
proves the taste of the water but aids 
in chemical treatment, much quicker 
and better chemical action being ob 
tained when the aerator is operatin, 
with a saving in chemical used. In the 
cold, months when the use of the out 
side aerator is impossible we have 
been experimenting- with blowing air 
into the mixing tank. We find tha' 
this improves the taste of the wa 
ter and likewise improves the chemi 
cal reaction. When the outside aera 
tor is m use it is lighted indirectlj 
with colored lights and makes a mos1 
impressive sight. 
This is good ad 


vertisement for the plant and people 
drive from all parts of the city to see 
it. We frequently change the coloi 
of the lights to keep up the interest 


In the last few years we have aban 


doned the feeding of chemicals in solu 
tion but are now using the dry feec 
machines 
feeding the chemical 
in 


powdered form which we find to be 
more, •economical and the feed is mor 
uniform with a saving in chemical: 
used. About four years ago we com 
pletely rebuilt our old filters placin 
in new bottoms, controllers etc., and 
have also added two more units: Per- 
haps the greatest and biggest im 
provement we have made in recen 
years is the addition of a large 
settling basin. The writer had spen 
a great deal of time in experimentin 
with various methods of design and 
visited many other cities where 
ex 


perimental plants were in operation 
with the idea in view that when we 
added more settling: basins we would 
get the best design that we could get 
The basin,we built in SO feet wide anc 
120 feet long and 15 feet deep anc 
holds one million gallons giving • us 
an addition six hours retention at ou: 
peak load. The results obtained afte: 
operating this basin for the past three

flushed face. This continued for six days, but as 
she did not complain I thought her side was better. 
Tuesday night she took a warm bath and went to 
bed where a cold west wind blew over her bed. In 
the morning- she said her head ached. Still I did 
not connect the headache with her side, I put her 
feet in hot water again and gave Iter quinine and 
senna tea and the senna produced free catharsis. 
She remained quiet ail day Wednesday—the first 
day she wanted to lie down . Thursday forenoon I 
noticed she was feverish and sent for the doctor. 
Her head was sore and back of neck hurt when she 
moved her head. He thought there was nothing 
serious the matter, but she continued to grow worse 
and by night both legs were paralyzed. The doc- 
tor was not called again until early ^Friday morn- 
ing, and then he said it was infantile paralysis. It 
seemed to creep up to her chest and affected her 
breathing- She died Fridav night. I am still dazed 
and I can't realize this has happened. But now 
comes the Dart that is killing- me. 


I had never paid any attention to my daughter's 


menstrual function. You may wonder how a mother 
could be so negligent . . . I never warned her to 
be careful not to take cold or ge't wet feet . . . 
Now my friends say she must have taken a chill by 
bathing at the time of her last menstruation, which 
was just before this Illness came on . . .

The publication of Ladislas Rey- 


mont's "The Peasants" in a bingle 


olume is something of an event to 
hose who read that great Polish nov- 
1 a few years ago when it appeared 
or the first time in this country in 
English in four fairly large volumes. 
Printing four such volumes in one :s 
.omething of an achievement in book- 
naking. True, similarly long novels 
lave been printed in one volume be- 
ore but seldom with such a happy re- 
ult. Such a book often, is un\veildy. 
"The Peasants" in one volume con- 


ains 1168 pages but it has the thick- 
less of only about a volume and a 
lalf of an average novel. It is bound 
n semi-limp covers and the type is 
the same as that used in the four-vol- 
ume edition. The paper is thinner but 
not transparent, as is sometimes the 
case with thin-paper books.'All in all, 
t is a beautiful example of the book 
maker's art. The text is exactly the 
same as that of the four volumes. 


Doubtless many 
who would be 


charmed by "The Peasants" failed to 
read it when it first appeared in Eng- 
ish. It admittedly takes a good deal 
of courage to begin a novel that con- 
tains 1168 pages. The publication of 
he single-volume edition of the nov- 
el is a good occasion, for calling at- 
ention to the book once more and for 
recommending it to readers who were 
scared away from it by its bulk when 
t first appeared- It may be large but 
occasionally a •writer needs a large 
canvas for his picture of life and it 
more than repays the reader to ex- 
amine that canvas carefully, provided 
there is genius in it. 


That is the kind of book "The Pea- 


sants" is. It is a big thing and it 
makes big demands on the reader, not 
only in patience in. reading a book of 
such great bulk but in spiritual sym- 
pathy with a vast section of life that 
it studied minutely by Reyment. It 
inevitably enlarges the reader's hori- 
zons but on the other hand the read- 
er without fairly wide 
horizons to 


begin with is likely to be found want- 
ing as a reader of "The Peasants." 


"The Peasants'* is not new but that 


does not happen to count against it 
in the least. It is timeless and in its 
main essentials and spirit it is -as 
true for the middle ages as for today 
or for a thousand years hence. Rey- 
ment began writing the story as long 
ago as J920 and he worked on it 
till 1306, when it was published in. 
its original Polish. It had considerable 
vogue in Poland and in some other 
European countries but for many 
years the English and Americans did 
not know it or Reyment existed. 


Except a few. Among them was Al- 


fred A. Knopf, the publisher, who 
had been hesitating for eight or nine 
years about the question of having 
the great novel translated into Eng- 
lish and brought out in America. U 
was risky business and might mean 
a big financial loss, no matter how 
worth while the novel might be. Fin- 
ally two or three years ago he •decid- 
ed to lake the risk. He bad the book 
translated and "set up in type., ant 


:hen an extraordinarily lucky thing 
happened. The judges in the Nobel 
award for literature, without refer- 
ence to the American publisher's ven- 
ture, purely 
on the hands 
of 
the 


book's reputation in Europe, gave its 
author the Nobel prize. 


That was the only-advertising edi- 


tion needed. It was of course a suc- 
cess. Thousands read it because it was 
the Nobel prize winner who would 
never have looked at it if it had been 
launched merely as a distinguished 
Polish novel. Reyment became a lit- 
erary lion for a year or two, but he 
did not enjoy his success long. Death 
cut his triumph short. 


Emboldened by the success of "The 


Peasants," the publishers have now 
brought out 
another 
distinguished 


novel by Reyment, "The Promised 
Land," in two volumes. It was puo- 
lished September second and is now 
evailable. I have not 3"et read it. It 
is translated by the same man who 
did "The Peasants" into English an-J 
it is probably- one of the publishing- 
events of the present season. At any 
rate, "The Peasants" makes it worthy 
of the attention of all those who love 
great books.

More recent- 
ly the Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences, headed by Doug- 
las ^Fairbanks, has opened negotia- 
tions, not only with Harvard and Co- 
lumbia, but with various universities, 
colleges and technical schools on the 
Pacific coast 


Courses in acting for the screen are 


not what the Academy has in mind 
"What the industry needs and what the 
universities and colleges can give 
men and women trained in such sub- 
jects as chemistry, optics, art ad ar- 
chitecture, with particular bearing on 
the chemistry of motion pictures, the 
optics Of motion picture camera work, 
the artistic and structural elements of 
motion picture set design, and the ele- 
ments of motion picture writing. In 
other "words, schools of motion picture 
engineering and art cmparabls to the 
schools of mining, civil engineering.

How serious it is, 
is indicated by the fact that any at- 
tempt to talk Italian here in the cap- 
ital of Jugoslavia Js 
greeted with 


stony silence. The Italian government 
has sent notes to the British, French 
and German governments, threaten 
ing war in the event of a Jugoslav at- 
tack on Albania. 


Protests have been heard from Al- 


bania in quarters which fear that an 
Italian protectorate means a loss of 
Albanian independence. They point to 
the action- of Italy in landing troops 
on the island of Saseno in Valona har- 
bor as being more of a menace to 
their independence than a protection 
of their territorial integrity against 
invasion from the north.

Moscow —I have just taken dinner 


with United Stales Senator Tydmgs 
from Maryland, who has been investi- 
gating the economic opportunities in 
Soviet Russia.

\\ hich have sometimes taken place in 
the past, he beheies. "We have been 
fed. with a great deal of propaganda 
about Russia which is false." 


"The present Russian government 


is as stable as could be eMJected," he 
continues. "They ha\e agreed to set- 
tle American debts and confiscated 
property and I believe therefore that 
recognition cannot be far off. 


"Outside of America, Russia offers 


the best chance in the world for wise 
investment of capital today. I have 
made an analysis 
of the economic 


situation and know many of the con 
crete opportunities. The Russian gov 
eminent cannot be more radical than 
it is, hence it must grow more con- 
servathe. Any capital invested in the 
country is safe." 


OTHER AMERICANS AGREE 


This seems to be the 
unanimous 


verdict of other impartial Americans 
•who have been in the country longei 
and have made even more exhaustive 
investigations. 
For 
instance, en 


gineers of the General Electric Com 
pany, who have been in Russia for 
the "past three months and have in 
terviewed the executives of various 
plants, conclude that now is a uui 
line opportunity for the investment of 
American capital in Russia. 


No one within, or without Russia 


who has studied the situation scien 
tifically believes that there is am 
danger of the Soviet government fall 
ing. However dictatorial the politic 
al life, it is striving to meet the needs 
of the people and •will not be over 
thrown by them. 
Irrespective of the stability of gov 


ernment, American capital will not b« 
attracted unless it has definite as 
surances as to the safety of invest 
ment. On this point my conversation;

high tariff shuts out all foreign com- 
petition. Labor is paid very little- 
only about 530 a month — and the con 
cessionaire can easily afford to bet- 
ter the average. The millions of Rus 
siaii peasants have an insatiable hun 
ger for manufactured goods. 


BREAK WITH EXGLAND 


I believe that now is an" exception- 


ally favorable time for American in- 
vestment, 
Russia ^s smaitiiiEr from 


the effects of the British Ineak. She 
has stopped for the time being al 
further trade relations with England 
Trade and industry are expanding a; 
such a rapid rate that Russia mus' 
make extensive purchases abroad, yet 
all the while she must belter the 
conditions of her peasants •wilhin. 


America is the one country that 


Russia trusts. 
Government officials 


feel that the United States is so sit 
uated that there is no danger of eco- 
nomic or military conflict. Further 
more, we have really no economic in 
terests in colonial possessions or oth 
erwise which are likely to cause fric- 
tion as has England. 


In many ways America resembles 


Russia- She herself has gone through 
a revolution. Her country is similar 
in having vast natural 
resources 


which are being developed on a large 
mass production scale- The Russians 
want to learn our methods.

reached a time wlirn no man supplies 
his own needs. The farmer that ruiso 
ivheat does not make shoes. He pro- 
duces bread and trades that bread 10 
tho shoemaker 
for shoes, 
and the 


shoemaker makes shoes 10 it-ado for 
bread, and this illustration applies to 
all other human activities. Every man 
has become a specialist to produce the 
thing by which he thinks he can best 
succeed, and every community special- 
izes its productions along the lines 
that experience has shown it can he< 
produce, and then that man and that 
community trade their produce for ;he 
products pioduced by another man or 
in another community. 


TWO ESSENTIAL THINGS 


In the making of this exchange two 


things are principally essential—trans- 
portation and the basis 
or measure- 


ment of the trade. \Ve no longer trade 
loaves of bread for a 
pair of shoes. 


Civilization has adopted a medium of 
exchange and that medium is the dol- 
lar. The farmer trades his wheat for 
the dollar, and then trades that t'.c'.'. .:• 
for shoes. This would be a fair : ••• 
equitable way of arriving; at ar 
••••.- 


change if the same conditions <-.\ .••;<:•! 
and "the same rules applied to both 
trades. The trouble is when the farm- 
er attempts to trade for his dollar, the 
value of his wheat is fixed by a world 
market. When he comes to trade that 
dollar for shoes, the value of shoes are 
not fixed upon a world market but are 
artificially fixed by reason of tariff 
legislation.'' 


If you want to put the wheat grow- 


er and the shoemaker vipon an equal 
trade basis, tear down the tariff, wall 
and give them both the equal benefits 
of world market. If the tariff wall is to 
be maintained, in my judgment, there 
is just ne tiling for the wheat grower 
to ao—follow the ex^mpls of the shoe- 
maker, Organize, limit production and 
fix your price. 


If the wheat grower Trill dictate the 


terms of trade a little trnile, he trill 
soon discover that lie can go without 
shoes longer than the shoemaker can 
so without bread. What applies to the 
wheat growers applies to agriculture 
in general. Keep in mind the example 
set us by the different labor organiz- 
ations of America that Dandea togeth- 
er under one great organization known 
as the American Federation of Labor, 
through, which labor speaks -witli one 
voice as to what a workman, should 
tare for Tais remuneration, as pay for 
a day of his toil. The American Fed- 
eration of Labor is the- one organiza- 
tioa preserving the heritage of Amer- 
ica and compelling "big "ousiness of 
this country to pay to laborers decent 
•wages for their toil. 


MUST CHANGE TARIFT 
"I firmly believe, unless tariff legis- 


lation is changed so that agriculture is 
not discriminated against the oaly 
•way that the farmer Is going to get 
any relief is to federate the people of 
the agricultural states along similar 
lines that the various labor organiza- 
tions of the country are federated, and 
sot only obtain for these food produc- 
ers a decent living wage, but also ob- 
tain a reasonaole return for invested 
capital, and place those who invest 
their money in agriculture properties 
upon the same footing as thots who 
have money invested in public service 
activities. 


"National relie? for agriculture, to 


my mind EOUJICS bad. It would indi- 
cate that the farmer needs help: tha* 
lie can't take care of himself. But T 
•want to tell you that all the relief anil 
help that the farmer needs is just a 
square deal. If the policy of our gov- 
ernment will just reiterate, 
readopt 


and apply that great principle promul- 
gated- in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, that brought about the birth 
of our nation, 'equal rights to all and 
special rights to none.' the farmer will 
need uo further relief. 
The trouble 


•with this nation, so far as agriculture 
is concerned, is that big business is in 
the saddle and riding rough shoo."

Washington—Tho leading Repuly 


lican politicians are more alrald of Al 
Smith than of any other Democrat. 


Time was

analylst wondered how much of that-" 
oft-repeated assertion could be traced 
to Smith propaganda. But because of 


he way the Republicans themselves 
ave acted, it's hard to doubt It any 
nore. Privately, some of them admit 


They appear to have been figuring 
n Smith's nomination for a long time 
ack. They hope the Democrats will 
ear each other to a frazzle 
before 


hey name him, but they don't see 
how the nomination can be kept from 


im in the end and they believe-that 


Smith -will give them a hard cam- 
iaign in \vhich they will win by no 
;reat margin at best. 


There is, of course, some difference 


of opinion among the G. 0. P. pols. 
(There's some among the Democratic 
)ols, too, but in his own party per- 
laps a majority of those who publicly 
oppose Smith believe that he has the 
best chance of election. 


CANNOT BE DENIED 


The sincerest drys deny this, but it 


can't be helpsd. The fact that Smith 
s the parly's strongest candidate for 
nomination may be—and doubtless is 
—a peculiar commentary on the party, 
its leaders, the 
American political 


system and the intelligence of the 
electorate, but that's no consolation 
to the anti-Smith crowd. 


Smith's great weakness from any 


altruistically intelligent point of view 
is the fact that he has never expressed 
himself upon any broad national or 
international issue save the prohibi- 
tion question. But from the standpoint 
of the professional politicians, there 
lies his greatest strength. His only 
opposition comes from the drys and 
the religiously intolerant. 


The weakness of Jim Reed, from 


the nomination standpoint, lies in the 
fact that he has tackled the national 
issues so vigorously and made himself 
so many enemies. He has made the 
drys hate him worse than they hate 
Smith, he incurred the absolute loath-, 
ing of loyal "Wilson men and he ex- 
cited the enmity of the farmers by his 
anti-farm relief 
speeches, just to 


mention a few things. 


NO THANKS ABE DTJE 


If it were not for these factors 


Reed might now be a stronger can- 
didate for nomination than Smith. If 
you correspondent were the- Republi- 
can candidate—and probably the read- 
er agrees with him—he would, infinite- 
ly rather campaign 
against Smith 


than a human bolt of lightning like 
the red hot Senator Reed. And it may 
be that many Republicans are thank- 
ful that it looks more like Smith than 
it looks like Reed. But the~e will be 
no hallelujahs from them, in either 
event. 


The 
Republicans 
will 
nominate 


someone who has few enemies. If the 
Democratic party were like the G. O. 
P., it would do likewise as in 1920 and 
1924. But unless it desires to be bog- 
ged worse than ever, it must nomi- 
nate a man with popular appeal over 
a "irfde area- If Eeed hadn't made 
himself so many enemies, he would 
be better off. Or, to put it in any 
other way, if Smith had. made as ma- 
ny enemies as Reed has he would "be 
sunk. 
"* 


The logic of the Smith candidacy 


and the Republican realization of it 
ties up with the recent somewhat 
rash utterances of Theodore Roose- 
velt before the Republicans of New 
Tork state. Roosevelt said that Tam- 
many Hall was corrupt and. ,that 
Smith was a bad egg- because he was 
supported by Tammany. 


POLITICAL MACHINES 


Doubtless Tammany is corrupt,and 


so are the political machines of Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia and various other 
large cities, but that had very Uttlft 
to do with the case because no- presi- 
dent, Republican or Democrat, has 
ever been elected withont the aid of 
some of them. 
Republicans promptly admitted that 


young Teddy's anti-Smith speech was 
for distribution and Democratic con- 
sumption in the south and west. In 
other words, it was to make tne going 
harder for Smith and to increase dis- 
sension within, the Democratic party. 


The older leaders here seemed to 


agree that the speech wasn't smart 
politics. It certainly couldn't make 
anti-Smith men out of pro-Smith men. 
Oa the other hand, it might cause 
those on the fence to realize that the 
other party was afraid o' Smith. It 
is the Republican game to stir up all 
the strife possible among the Demo- 
crats, but you can't really expect the 
Democrats to take public instructions 
from young Roosevelt or any other 
Republican as to whom they should 
nominate.
